Well, 
gentlemen, here is the catalogue of nearly 2,c00 
books which will form the nucleus of a Mbrary, 
and an additional 400 books are now on the way 
from England to be addet tg tha store. One of 
the deficlencies In this colo. y fs a public Hbrary, 
We all'‘know there.is a disconnected Hbrary, 
and we are allto some extent uader obligations 
to the Club brary. But the Club library is 
quite inadequate. “Whenever! send down a list 
of filteen or. twenty booke I get perhapp one or, 
two, and all ihe others arc oat. Whether they 
are lost or not I cannot say, but such a ctate of 
thicgs ought notto extst io a rich colony Ilke 
‘Hongkong. There waa memorandum lasued by 
the teustees of thls library in which it was stated 
that-Hongkong-was-worse-cffthan—most of the, 
amal! towne fn Australia. Mr. Sherp ‘will 
enlighten us on thal polnt,,no doubt, I had 
elphteen years! experience in the West Indies, 
averament was the Government of- 
the Bahamas. Thatis w=. very old colony, with 
a Legislative Astembly which they have. enjoyed 
for 1g0 years. There ts w.pablic Ilbrary there 
‘which {s publicly managed and ts opened from 
ten o'clock fa the morning until nine o'clock at 
night. Inthe Barbadoes, where therehas been a 
Legislative Assembly for 200 years, there ts also 
a magoificent pab‘ic brary of between 60,000 
and 70,000 volumes, run by the Gcvernment, 
The librarian {9 Rev. T. H. Walcut, whose 
salary fs £250 ayear, There Is also a reading 
room where the latest newspapers and perfodicals 
can be perused,and books borrowed on payment 
ofashilling > quarter, This morstag I recelved 
a paper from North Borneo—t do not want to

* Hongkong ‘not to have a: poblic Nbrary—but In 
the paper I got this morning there is this 
extract—"'I am very glad to be ablo to tell you
